And that 
yellow has a nerve stimulating effect 
fully comparable with that of red Is 
curiously evidenced by the statement 
of a friend of mine, a shrewd observer, 
'who says: 


"Whenever the day Is overcast or 1 


have to do n piece of work calling for 
unusual mental exertion I always wear 
a red or yellow necktie. I find tbat 
either color has a beneficial effect on 
my thinking apparatus."—II.
